of the county, and not as a sensational vaudeville entertainment, nor 
even a drama or tragedy with which to amuse the people and per- 
sonally advertise himself.

a loss, making it wholly different from the sensational prosecutions 
in San Francisco, (which failed). 


Fredericks is a human being, and is doubtless gratified that he has

Lincoln Steffens, lie does not allow it to be said that he is the "Mes- 
siah of the Masses," nor, on the other hand, the champion of property 
rights, only so far as his plain duty carries him. You cannot but 
admire Fredericks for the splendid legal and excutive ability he has 
shown in this great test. 
His deputies, Ford, llorton, Hill, and Veitch, 


all of whom were associated with him in this case, and all of whom 
made good splendidly, are exemplifications of the chief prosecutor's 
wisdom in the selection of men—in other words, superior general- 
ship. 


Judge Bordwcll said from Ihe first that he Would step on every 


attempt to present this court tragedy in the light of a popular show. 
He would not allow it to become entertainment. In doing so, he 
•eliminated a very considerable asset from the properties of the de- 
fence, which had betrayed its intention to orate and to deliver im- 
passioned addresses, when the counsel was secured. That the defence 
intended to "play to the gallery" was evident at once from the man- 
nen of brilliant orators secured to conduct the case. Judge Bord- 
well presided over the case as a lawsuit, and so far as his rulings are 
concerned, no hint of the great popular ferment on the outside had 
in any way reached him. This judge has done much, through this 
case, to vindicate us as American people, from the stigma that has 
been fastened upon such as conducted the Italian Camorra cases; lie 
has drawn the lines sharply between justice and sentiment; he has 
subdued our pulse by several beats, bringing us hack to deliberative 
things at a time when deliberation was sorely needed.

Punctured By Bordwell 


Judge Walter Bordwell's policy, from 
the very first, in connection with the 
dynamiting cases, has. been to elim- 
inate everything that did not apply 
to the facts and the law. This has 
been so apparent that it has been a 
distinct hardship upon the defense, 
which had supplied a personnel of law- 
yers of the brilliant type, with the 
evident intention of filling the case 
with pyrotechnics, sounding oratory 
and much sentimentalizing. That this 
did not appeal to this judge was dis- 
covered on the very first day that the 
examination of jurors began. Ruling 
out all extraneous speech-making gave 
little opportunity for such men as 
Joseph Scott, and much of Barrow's 
reputation in the past has rested on 
his ability to make stirring speeches. 
The whole affair was conducted, with 
fitting dignity, because of the judge's 
determination that it should be so. 


The 
following 
is the 
statement 


made by Judge Bordwell, which was 
given to the public after the MeNa- 
mara brothers had been sentenced in 
his court: 


In a spirit of indifference to every- 


thing in the McN'amara eases, save the 
facts and the law applicable thereto, 
I deem it due to the court, and to 
this community, that 1 should make a 
public statement regarding the cir- 
cumstances attending the abrupt close 
of these cases, together with sufficient 
comment to indicate my views as to 
such circumstances. 
This is done in 


the hope of correcting misconceptions 
due to an article which appeared over 
the signature of Lincoln Steffens. 


In the first place, the claim or sug- 


gestion that the termination of the 
cases was due to the efforts of him- 
self and other, outsiders who under- 
took to influence the officers of the 
court — other than the judge — is with- 
out justification irf fact. 


I wish also to denounce the claim 


ofc that gentleman, and of other per- 
sons for ,him, that the change of the 
p^eas in these cases from not guilty 
to guilty was due to his efforts, as 
groundless and untrue. He is correct 
in the statement -that the court was 
not a party to any negotiations for 
what he terms a "compromise" of 
tttese cases; but there is no ground 
for any claim that he induced the 
prosecution to come to an agreement 
in the matter. 
The district attorney 


acted entirely without regard to Mr. 
Steffens and on lines decided upon 
before the latter appeared 
on the

The first proposition from those in- 


terested in the defense was that J. 
B. McNamara should change his plea 
from not guilty to guilty on condition 
that he should not be sentenced to 
death, and, that his brother should go 
free. The district attorney would not 
agree. Afterwards" emmissaries from 
the defense brought to the district at- 
torney the proposition that J. B. Mc- 
Namara would plead guilty and be 
sentenced to death, if the court so 
ordered, provided that his 
brother 


should be saved. But the district at- 
torney still Svould not agree. 
Those 


interested in the defense continued to 
urge his acceptance of the last prop- 
osition for ten days or more, and un- 
til the bribery developments revealed 
th6 desperation of the defense and 
paralyzed the effort to save J. J. Mc- 
Namara by sacrificing his brother. 
Then it was that the change of the 
pleas of these men was forthcoming. 


The notion broached in the Steffens 


article that the McNamaras, in the 
commission of the crimes! as confessed 
by them, are "two heroes" is offensive 
to common intelligence and repellant 
to the conscience of all just men—to 
say nothing of the abhorrence of the 
law for such sentiment; and I am con- 
fident that the district attorney was 
not influenced by any such sentiment 
in considering the proposal that the 
defendants 
should 
withdraw 
their 


pleas of not guilty. 


Upon the entry of the pleas of guilty 


both defendants 
placed 
themselves 


upon the mercy of the court, and the 
responsibility—sole and undivided— 
devolved upon the court to determine 
the punishment. 
That some mitiga- 


tion of the extreme penalties demand- 
able by the outraged law might rea- 
sonably be expected as a consequence 
of the change of the. pleas in these 
cases is in accordance with the prin- 
ciple commonly accepted in the ad- 
ministration of..criminal jurisprudence. 
That expectation has not been dis- 
appointed in these cases. At the same 
time the duty of the court in fixing 
the penalties in these cases would 
have been unperformed had it been 
swayed, 
in 
any 
degree 
by 
the 


hypothetical policy favored by Mr. 
Steffens (who, by the way, is a pro- 
fessed anarchist) that the judgment 
of the court should be directed to 
the promotion of compromise in the 
controversy between capital and la- 
for. 


The lesson taught by these cases 


is that the law must be rigorously en- 
forced against all offenders—whether 
they be rich or poor, high or low, 
capitalists or laborers—and that only 
by obedience to the law can society 
be maintained and its blessings en- 
joyed.

boxes of foreign lemons imported into 
the United States, and they were sold 
at an average wholesale price of $2 60 
a box.

ported; and they brought an average 
wholesale price of $3.67. 


The California crop was large and

This forced the importers to keep all 
their lemons at New York at \ low 
prices.

Convocation of Episcopal Ministers 


and Officials Occupies Entire 


Time on Monday. 


The annual convocation of the min- 


isters and officials of the Episcopal 
diocese of Los Angeles and -Orange 
counties was held in Covina on Mon- 
day morning, afternoon and evening, 
with about thirty of the most promi- 
nent church leaders present. All ses- 
sions were presided over by the Right 
Reverend Bishop Joseph H. Johnson, 
and among the speakers were the 
Very Reverend Dean MacCormack of 
St.. Paul's Pro-Cathedral; Rev. R. B. 
Gooden of St. Luke's church, Long 
Beach; Rev. W. H. Wotton, Church of 
the Messiah, Santa Ana; Venerable 
Archdeacon Marshall, and others in 
extemporaneous remarks. 


The business keynote of the ses- 


sions seemed to be the necessity for 
more work in the diocesan field at 
home and the pushing of the work in 
foreign fields.. Los Angeles and' Or- 
ange counties ata growing so rapidly 
that 
the 
problem 
of 
establishing 


churches and missions 
where 
they 


seem necessary is something which is 
puzzling all branches of the Christian 
faith. Bishop Johnson says that he is 
optimistic about this work, and be- 
lieves that the workers will be found 
as they become necessary. In his talk 
on Monday morning he pointed out 
that the parishes in Los Angeles city 
were so great, and had increased so 
rapidly that the rectors and assistants 
were able only to do the work con- 
nected with the parish as it came to 
them at the church. The problem of 
visiting the people of the parish, many 
thousands of whom are not attend- 
ants at any church, is made very hard, 
owing to a lack of workers. He said 
that, instead of two men trying to do 
all the work in these large and grow- 
'•».<* narishes, there should be seven or 
eight priests and assistants in each 
parish, with a large workiug force of 
deaconesses. Outside of this fact, the 
bishop thought that it would not be 
necessary to spend more money, but 
to take a better advantage of the 
things which the church already has 
for disposal. 


Bishop Johnson spoke of the growth 


if the work in the Good Samaritan 
hospital, which is maintained by the 
Episcopal church, and stated 
that 


when he first came to the diocese fif- 
teen years ago. he could very easily 
superintend the work at the hospital, 
>ut that it had grown so rapidly that 
it was presenting a difficult question. 


Dr. J. D. H. Browne of Santa Mon- 


ca spoke for the work in the outside 
parishes, in his capacity as rural dean. 
At the noon hour a fine chicken din- 
ner was enjoyed at the Hotel Veu- 
dorae.
